The Question, "How much land 
ahaU be sot apart in this Province for 
the purpose of Indian Keserves," is 
one in which we could have wished to 
seethe J;people of British Columbia in 
some way consulted ; and yet it would 
seem tnatthe quesuon has been an- 
swered at Ottawa, and that the answer 
^ is not altogether in accord with cii- 
' iinghtened public oi)inion here. By 
an Orderin Counciljdated 21st March, 
1873, it has been decided tliat "eacli 
family be iisyignod a lociilioii of ,S() 
acres of liuul of average ([ualily, wlilch 
shall remain porniaiicntly the propt-rty 
of the family for whoso boiiolit it is al- 
lotted." By what riglit llio Privy 
Council decided upon thatnrca of land 
we are at a loss to discover. In the 
terms of union it was (amongst other 
things) agreed that "tracts of land of 
such extent as it has hitherto been the 
practice of the British Columbia Gov- 
ernment to apjjropriato for that pur- 
pose, shall from time to time bo coii- 
Teyed-by- the iLocal Government to 
the Dominion Government in trust for 
the use and benefit of the Indians, on 
application of the Dominion Govern- 
ment." Now, the ([UGstion is at once 
presented, "What extent of land was 
it tho practice of the Government to 
appropriate for that purijose ?'* Be- 
femng to the admu'able Eoi^ort of the 
Superintendent, we find it stated that 
"Tho quantity of land for each family 
was in no case to exceed ten acres;"" 
and we find it stated on the same page 
(23) that, ""With very few exceptions, 
from an eighth to two acres are the ex- 
tent utalized by each family." In the 
same report we find W, Duncan Esq. 
the very able su25erintendent of tho 
Metlakhtla Mission, recommending 
that'teic acres be the allottment 
for each family. Mr. Duncan's 
intimate knowledge of tlio sulijoct enti- 
tles his opinion to very great weight; nor 
is he likely to bo suspectod of looking at 
the subject from the wliito man's point 
of view, as against the red man's inter- 
ests. • The evidence adduced seems suf- 
flaieat-toestoblish 'two propositions; 1st 
that ten acres to each family is as much 
it has been the practice to give; and, 
2nd, that ten acres is ample. Granted 
those propositions, it lollows tiiiit ten 
acres is all tho Dominion ( iovornniont 
had a right to claim, or should dosin; to 
claim, under the Treaty of Union. How, 
then, came the Government to decide 
upon eighty acres — just eight times as 
much? Wo have no wish to see a nig- 
gard policy adopted towards tho Indians; 
and we would gladly soo allotted to them 
as much as tho law allows to the palo faces, 
provided they would make good use of it. 
But it is becaa.so wo arc thoroughly con- 
vinced that lOacres to each family la ami>lo, 
and that to give more will bo to iiijurioiis- 
ly affect tho progress of white settlomont, 
without in any degree relatively liuno- j 
fitting the aborignies,that wo are opposed j 
to the exoe.'isivo area docidijd upon at 
Ottawa. From many yc-ar's obsurvation 
and no little attention" to tho subject, tho 
pre.sont writer has boon led to conclude 
that the tendency of largo grants is tho 
very reverse of beneficial to the Indians 
themselv§8..^In tiuth, it maybe accepted 
as a riile that the smaller the reserve the 
more likely it is to bo appreciated and 
utilized. To sot apart as umch as eighty 
acres to each family will prove, in numv 
instances, detrimint to tho whites, wliilJ', 
at the same time, it will in no way ))ono-' 
flt tho reds. It is not tho objoet of tho 
present article to enter upon tiio ooiistitn- 
tidhal phase of tho subjcot, and onquii o 
into the right of the Dominion Govorn- 
zaent to demand an area neither sanction- 
ed by the terms of union nor justified by 
fact; neither do wo propose to question 
tho constitutional right of tho Provincial 
Government to comply with tho demand. 
. We are content for the present to appeal 
to thesonso of justice of both Govern- 
ments against what we must regard as a 
geriotts blunder, and to express the hope 
that the demand will be resisted, if it has 
nbt already been resisted, by tin; 
one,'fiiid'Teoonsidered by tho other. 

Xiegitimacy- 

The reader will doubtless rocoUoct that, 
during its first session, tho Provincial 
Legislature enacted a law rendering olV- 
Hi)ring of concubines logitiinato in certain 
cases by intermarriage of i)inonts; that 
said law did not receive tho Oovornor'.s 
assent; that it was re-onactod last session 
and again t-oserved for the pleasure of tho 
Governor-General. Chief Justice Hogbio, 
in a communication to the Secretary of 
State for tlie Provinces, in March last, 
points out what he conceives to l)o tlio ob- 
jectionable feaiuri's of tlmt mcssni-i', and 
submits a sketch of a JJill which ho i laims 
to be freo from tho faults attril)uto(l to thc' 
other. Without stopi)ing to aniniadvort 
upon tho anomaly of. tho Chi(;f Justice of 

, the^rovinc(! ajipoariug in tho role of soh; 
legislator, wo shall at once proceed to 
present tlio chief jirovisiona of what may 
bo known ns "lifgliio's lijll ;" that is to 
say, should it ever become law. Tho pre- 
amble acknowledges the iirovnlpnco of 
conoubinago and tho evils arising llioro- 
from, consequent upon the half-breed is- 
sue being too frequently "thrown utterly 
destitute on the hill-sido," iis ho (ixprossos 
it, in the event of the father dying intes- 
tate. Ail a remedy it is proposed i o onact 
that in cases of intestacy, wlioro the do- 
ceased has loft, connections of tho kind 
alluded to, rooogni'Od or maintained by 
him within tho year before his doatli, and 
when ho has loft no legitimate widow in 
tho Province, and thoro is a net estate 
after payment of all creditors— the Su- 
preme Court may apply for the mainte- 
nance, &o., of such concubine, orcliildron 
HO miich of tho real and personal estato, 
&c. (tlio courso of descent of lands hero is, 
generally, exactly tho same as of porson- 

, ality) , as may sooui proper, within cortain 
defined limits, in preference to the legiti- 
i^tk^ next of kin. The Chief Justice ovi-. 



dently thinks' the Supreme' Oourt the pro- 
per guardian of this class of ohildron;and 
we have no desire to ([uestion tho covrect- 
iioss of his view. Indeed, wo will, at onco 
admit that tho remedy proposed has much 
to recommend it; and yet itiso])ento 
question whether it is broad enough, see- 
ing it leaves the ofl'spring .still under tho 
ban of bastardyjinbr dSos itappenrtoliold 
out any induoeinent fo^'thefathorto nmke 
the only adequate atonement in his pow- 
er.

I mentioned lately, speaking of tho 
means at our command for the employ- 
ment of labor, that the Province of Canter- 
bury alone expected to realize during tho 
current year a revenue of £500,000, which 
would bo expended chiclly on roiuodue- 
tivo works and on the dovolonnicnt of the 
natural resources of that magiiiiiccnt ter- 
ritory. I find that tho Canterbury finan- 
ciers wero altogether out of their esti- 
mates, for tho Superintendent now lliuls 
it neco.osary to call his Council together 
to ask them to relieve him from the 
embarras de rlchesse with which he is over- 
whelmed. His recoiuts for the last (piar- 
ter were £326,805. "The land sales, 
which had been estimated at i:i;iO,000 over 
the whole year have yielded in seven 
months £100,000 above that estimate, and 
purchasers still jiour moro money into 
the Treasury. llappy SuperintendoTit! 
Some of our Northern Island Provinces 
would be glad to have "half his disease." 
It is interesting to examine the causes of 
this state of prosperity, and I unhesitat- 
ingly ascribe it to tli(> rapid progress of 
tho ijublic works and the creation of the 
means of loc<Huotion. Every mile of rail- 
way as it is formed opens so much more 
land to tho agriculturist, and enables tlm 
pastoral tenant to increase tho carrying 
capacity of his land. Canterbury from 
the lirst has ]daced a high price on her 
lands. Tho Wakelield theory of a sufllci- 
ont ju ice has boon entirely accepted there, 
and while in Otago tho price of land was 
£1 and in tho North Island land has boon 
given away or sold at 5s. and 10s. por 
acre, Canterbury has never parted with 
the foo simple of any other landed estate 
under £2 per acre. Yet Canterbury land 
is no bettor, nor, as a rule, so good as 
much of the neighbouring Province of 
Otago, (U' as largo tracts of tho North 
Island, so why should invostiu-s Ins indue- 
od to buy so freely there The ropl_\ is 
easy. It is simply because good laud is 
comparatively useless without tho means 
of locomotion, and fortunately for Can- 
terbury, so soon as she pierced tho hill 
between her capital, Christchuroh, and 
her /)()rt, wiiich she did a few years ago 
at the cost of , €250, 000, she had an open 
and level plain to work up(m,and nonatu- 
ral diflhmlties to contend witii in forming 
her railways. Tho agriculturist fidlows 
tho railway, and as each shitiou is erected 
further inland, the sheep, tho former 
tenants of the land, are rudely disturbed 
by an invasion of double, treble, and 
even fivef(dd furrow ploughs, by steam 
machinery of all Idnds, and by tho con- 
stant rush of luuivy-fieighti'd trains bear- 
ing to Iiytlclton tho proilueo oj the .'!I8,- 
00() acres whiedi Canterbury farmers have 
this year under cultivation. Nor do the 
ruidiolders suil'or by the invasion; the 
railway i.^ their best friend if the land 
thoy occupy is sufliciontly good to jiro- 
duce grain. Thoy become iiurcliasors 
of as mtmh land as their capital will al- 
low, and immediately plough as nuich of 
it as possible at a cost of from 12s. to 15s- 
an acre. A single crop of grains rojiays 
tho whole coat of tho land as well as the 
expenditure upon the crop itself, and tlio 
1)roprietor realizes as ' his profit on thu 
operation a valuable freehold laid down 
in I'higlish grass and ciqiabh; of carrying 
twice or thrice as much stock as when in 
its natural state. It is no wonder thou 
that men are readily found to enter on an 
investment which promises so speedy and 
satisfactory a return ; and as the money 
whicdi they iiour into tho Treasury gooa 
out again to bridge rivers and build more 
railways, tho story wliiidi tlio Sii|iorin- 
tendeiit lias to loll us jiist now will go on 
repeating itself till every acre of available 
land shall have been disiinsod of. The 
same general elVcct, though in leaser de- 
gree, is observable throughout tlie whole 
Colony as the public works progress. 
None of the other Provinces except Otago 
aro likely to liavo anything like so rapid a 
roaliziitiou froni tho expoiiditiiro vyillpn 
them ; but their progross is novortholoss 



very marked, and there is no reason why 

in a few years thoy may not vie wi h 
Canterbury in the extent and value of 
their products. 

Tho people of Wellington ari> rejoicing 
to llnd that oporatioiis of the Immi- 
grant and Colonist's Aid Cor[)oration are 
beginning in earnest. The wholeJColony is 
much interisgt^ci. ia |the. success ,of,the 
scheme, wlilbh for" a" time seemed as'if " it 
wero liknlyto collapse. That the Cor- 
pcn-ation itself should be linaneially suc- 
cessful thoro can bo littl.; doiiljt, "for in 
the district of Manawatur, w ithin this 
Wellington Province, tho opening up of 
roads has produced on a small scale the 
same effect as I have described as occur- 
ing at Canterbury, and lauds which two 
years ago wore considorod dear at 1/. an 
acre have realized at public auction 2/. 
and even 3/. right up to tho boundaries 
of the land taken up by the. Corporation.
